“Atsome point, all of us are going 
to have to face the problem about the 
airport needs of Orange County,”’ 
Congressman Charles Wiggins, 
seeking reelection to his seat in the 
House of Representatives told a 
Placentia Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon Thursday. 

Wiggins’ response on the status 
of an airport which threatens to land 
in the Chino Hills of north Orange 
County, near Placentia and Yorba 
Linda, was in answer to a question 
from CounctIman Donald Holt, who 
was in the audience. 

“The Chino Hills Airport is a long, 
long ways from frutition and I'm not 
so sure that it will ever come into 
being,’ Wiggins began. ‘Those 
steps of getting there from here by 
those people who want an airport in 
Chino Hills _ first 
resolution of a local 


involves a 
problem 
zoning,’ Wiggins stated. 

“The federal government can 
conduct studies but it will not put 
any money into moving dirt to build 
an airport unless the airport satisfies 
local zoning requirements. 

“The feds cannot force an airport 
site in Orange County anywhere,” 


Wiggins continued. ‘‘So the first 
answer as to whether Chino Hils is 
ever developed is to prevent it from 
getting the necessary special use 
permit for an airport. 

“That is a function first of the 
Orange County Planning Com- 
mission and secondly of the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors. | am 
told that there is no way that the 
airport can get a majority vote in 
either of those bodies,’’ Wiggins 
added. 

“If that is the case, the airport will 
never be built because the federal 
government will not participate in 
any funding at all with any airport 
facility which is inconsistent with 
local zoning. 

“Now, it Is under 
exisiting statutes for public agencies 
to make ,application for funds for 
planning for airport purposes. 

‘And if you look at it on a national 
basis rather than right here in north 
Orange County, perhaps you can see 
some merit because air traffic is 
clearly an aspect of interstate 
commerce and the federal govern- 
ment has a role to play and

Election Tuesday 


Between 7 a.m. and 8 p.m. on 
Tuesday, Nov. 2 Yorba Linda voters 
will cast ballots in the General 
Election. They will be joining with 
voters across the nation in choosing 
a President, voters in the State 
selecting a Senator, balloteers in the 
39th Congressional District in 
naming a_ Representative in 
Congress, electing a member of the 
State Senate for the 35th District and 
a member of the Asembly for the 
70th District. 

In addition, there is a contest for 
Municipal Court Judge, North 
Orange County Office #2, and for a 
director for the Orange County 
Resource Conservation District. 

Voters are also faced with making 
decisions on 15 ballot measures. 
Proposition 14 on Agriculture Labor 
Relations and _ Proposition 13 
Greyhound Dog Racing have stirred 
the most interest. 

In all, there are seven 
president-vice president slates on 
the ballot with space for a write-in 
vote. Listed alphabetically, Demo- 
crat Jimmy Carter heads the ballot. 
President Gerald Ford is exactly in 


the middle. Former Senator Eugene 
McCarthy is expected to get the bulk 
of write-in votes. 


Incumbent Democratic U.S. 
Senator John Tunney has four 
challengers, chief among them 


educator S.I. Hayakawa, a Republic- 
can. 


Republican Charles Wiggins, 
seeking what he says will be his last 
two years in Congress, faces the 
challenge of Democrat Bill Farris. 

Democrat Paul Bell and Republi- 
can John Briggs are after the seat in 
the State Senate now held by James 
Whetmore. Incumbent GOP Assem- 
blyman Bruce Nestande is opposed 
by Democrat Peter Tornay. 


Robert Fitzgerald and Thomas 
Privette are the opponents for the 
jucge sti.

Between 10,600 and 11,000 local 
voters are eligible to cast ballots.

Yorba Linda City Council voted 
Monday night to hold a_ public 
hearing regarding the dismissal last 
spring of then Assistant City 
Planner Vince Bautista. 

The hearing is set for 9 p.m. 
November 8 in the Yorba Linda 
District Library Multi-Purpose 
Room. A meeting of the capital- 
improvements committee will pre- 
cede the special session at 7 p.m. 

Following the city’s firing of 
Bautista last April, City Manager 
Art Simonian recapitulated, the 
action was approved for hearing 
before a special administrative-law 
judge. 

These hearings, held during July 
and August, produced a reported 
1800 pages of testimony--at a cost to 
the city Simonian said, of about 
$15,000-18,000. 

(Even so, Simonian noted later, 
the city got off easily. Similar 
hearings have cost as much as 
$40,000-50,000, he said.)

reasonable planning on regional 
problems makes some sense. 

‘‘Not with the feds picking up the 
whole thing, but we have a 
supportive and cooperative role 
which I support,’’ Wiggins stated. 

Wiggins said that he has been told 
that the Inter-County Airport 
Authority (Chino, Stanton, Santa 
Ana and Garden Grove) is going to 
ask for planning money. ‘‘They have 
not asked yet,’’ he reported, 
‘because I am very closely plugged 
in with FAA (the Federal Aviation 
Administration) to be on top of any 
official action taken...but I can’t 
react to every press release. At the 
moment they haven't asked for the 
money from FAA. 

‘I've had plenty of discussions 
with FAA about this problem. 
Whether or not they are even 
considered for funding involves a 
special issue that I don’t believe this 
county can get over. The problem is 
that the wrong agency is asking. 

‘‘Air transportation in the '70s, 
"80s and '90s for Orange County is a 
problem that must be addressed by 
the people of Orange County and it is 
not going to go away. You probably 
will need expanded airport facilities 
in this county at some point. And it 
won't be easy because someone has 
to bear the burden of that airport. 

‘But the right planning agency is 
not a couple of eities in Orange 
County. The right agency to plan for 
the siteing and development of 
future airport development in 
Orange County is the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors and 
until an application comes in from 
the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors for planning money, | 
don’t think the FAA is going to give 
it the time of day. 

‘There is no way that I can or 
frankly should discourage anyone 
from taking advantage of a law 
which is there for them to take 
advantage of.But whether or not the 
FAA responds to that request 
favorably is very unlikely. Now that 
is the only step that is alive right 
now—the request for planning 
money. 

“It's an issue for a county 
government to address. The county 
government has shown no interest in 
applying for further funds for airport 
investigation,’’ Wiggins concluded.

Mayor Wedaa agreed that Groot 
favored an in-house department, but 
pointed out that in so doing he 
balanced Chaput’s advocacy of joint 
policing. 

Wedaa also urged that the 
meeting with the Brea representa- 
times (Mayor Carol D. Weddle and 
councilman Don Fox) be held as soon 
as possible. 

This just keeps going on and on,”’ 
he complained. ‘‘I think if we’re 
going to do anything, we ought to be 
getting it done.” 

The report of the police task force, 
recommending formation of the city 
police department, touched off the 
present discussions when it was 
presented four months ago. 

Among other matters, the 
council-- 

*heard City Manager Simonian 
announce that two seats on the 
Planning Commission would shortly 
have to be filled due to 
resignations--Carolyn Ewing’s, ef- 
fective Dec. 31; and Ann Capron’s, 
effective Nov. 19; 

*approved on second reading an 
ordinance legalizing bingo games 
when conducted under certain 
restrictions by charitable organiza- 
tions; and 

*nodded approval to efforts by 
City Engineer Roy Stephenson to 
solve the problems created for the 
residents of Zella Lane by 
‘*nuisance’’ run-off water from 
higher land (according to Stephen- 
son, installation of a drain pipe 
would be the only good solution; 
since city funds are insufficient to 
cover the estimated $50,000-60,000 
cost, however, funding through 
‘*some sort of assessment district”’ 
will be explored, Stephenson said).

Growers who oppose unionization 
of workers want to preserve large 
profits and continue to divide 
workers. 

Let's not be misled by big 
business’ misrepresentation of 
Proposition 14. It is they who are the 
real enemy of the small independent 
farmer in California.
